We have reached a point where 
the sober consideration of our future con- 
duct becomes a matter of urgency, aad it 
is to be hoped that our discussions will be 
liberal and familiar; that they will be un- 
restrained and tolerant; that they will be 
free of that hectoring and 
spirit which too often characterizes such 
topics. 

We frankly own that we are at sea. We 
desire to follow, not to lead. Questions of 
expediency are difficult to solve. Where 
cenviction exists in any strong form Use 
is something tangible to hold to. But 
policy isa curious and shadowy, a freak- 
ish, insubstantial thing, and what seems 
good to-day may seem bad to-morrow. 

One thing is certain, unless the con- 
servatism of the country be united against 
the Administration, nothing can prevent 
the re-election of General GRANT. 

For three years we have tried to unite 
this conservatism under the Democratic 
eagles. It did seem to us that, if the 
Democratic elements could be induced to 
meet the Conservative elements half way, 
agreeing to take a fresh start from the 
platform which has since been proposed by 
Car. Souurz, and generally assented to, 
the Democratic organization might be 
saved. Nor can we see what those Demo- 
crats who opposed this, but who now offer 
to go over to the moderate Republicans, 
gain by their obstinacy in the one case and 
their readiness inthe other. The principle 
remains the same ; for, if we join the Con- 
servatives instead of inducing the Conser- 
vatives to join us, we need not hope to 
carry out any plans ulterior to those which 
we proclaim; we need make no men- 
tal reservation; we need cherish no 
secret hopes ; we must expect nothing but 
precisely what we proposed inside of the 
Democratic organization, that is, the ac- 
ceptance of the Constitution as it is and 
the construction on this basis of a na- 
tional civil pohty of universal emancipa- 
tion. 

We do not mean to revive unpleasant 
memories. Men of intelligence of all 
parties know very well that we have passed 
far beyond the old lines of discussion, and 
theughtful men of every section of the 
country fear that we shall never be able to 
take the back track, even where a retro- 
grade may be obviously wise and safe. It 
seems to us best, for the present, that we 
should suggest rather than decide; that we 
should seek for light, being willing to wait 
and go slow. There is not a prophet 

us; and it is idle to think of meving 
until the active elements of discord inside 
of the Republican party give out signs of 
actual life. We understand Car. ScuHuRz. 
But Ais position is anomalous. What about 
SuMNER and TRUMBULL? What are they 
going to do? And the liberal press 
—the Chicago Tribune and  Cin- 
cinnati Commercial—what will they do? 
The Democratic press, by itself, 
is as insufficient as the Democratic organi- 
gation; and a great political movement 
must have additional organs as well as re- 
cruita. In a word, it is not well to jump 
at conclusions; and here in Kentucky, 
where we have a household to look after, 
we can not afford to take any leaps in the 
dark. Our advice to our people is to keep 
their temper, cultivate moderation and for- 
bearance among themselves, and trust 
something to the disclosures of the coming 
months. It is important to our future that 
we get ourselves into accord with the cur- 
rent of public sentiment around and 
about us, and we can do nothing bet- 
ter, for the future, than put our house in

Tribune itself wants to do what the entire 
Catholic church regards as absolute pro- 
scription; and for eighteen hundred years, 
all Christendom, enlightened and unen- 
lightened, has been persecuting, and that 
without the least discrimination, the whole 
race of Hebrews. Bearing these things in 
mind, the sentimental standard which Mr. 
GREELEY lifts up in behalf of the 
blacks—no matter how kindly and well- 
intended it may be and is—is a romance as 
visionary and impossible as the most gush- 
ing of the Christmas stories of CHARLES 
Dickens or Hans ANDERSEN. It does not 
reach, much less cover, the case. 

If we would really benefit the blacks— 
substantially and permanently—we must 
consider their exceptional situation and 
characteristics. They are slaves no longer. 
They are citizens. They possess civil 
rights and sutirage; and are protected in 
these by ample constitutional guarantees, 
which no class—barring a handful of mere 
demagogues and a huddle of heedless fol- 
lowers—proposes to question. In a word, 
the blacks are legally secure. But they are 
proscribed; and the point aimed at by Mr. 
GREELEY is their emancipation from the 
ban which society—not much less in one 
part of the world than in another—has put 
upon them. In certain quarters, where 
there are few black people, and those few 
of a higher type than the common lot, this 
ban is less oppressive. It is most marked 
at the South, because the South is full of 
black people who have but just emerged 
from a state of slavery, and are, from tie 
nature of the case, grossly ignorant and 
vicious as a class, Nevertheless, they 
are regarded with kindness all over 
the South; and, where individual examples 
of superior quality appear, are treated with 
distinguished consideration. We have 
many such in Kentucky. But they grow 
fewer-as the old slave lines deepen into the 
cotton region. This, however, is undoubt- 
edly true, that the harsh usage of any pof- 
tion of them proceeds from the provoca- 
tion of the General Government and not 
from any deep-seated or imeradicable ha- 
tred against the race. The revolution, with 
its gigantic losses, which war forced upon 
the Southern people, was enough to let 
loose an overflow of bad blood. But it did 
mot. That which the South resists—and 
in this it is supported by reason and by the 
ordinary instincts of prudence—is the sud-

den elevation of a degraded class into 
places of the largest responsibility, power 
and favor, and this at the cost of the 
whites, who are ostracised, over-awed and 
plundered by the agency of their own 
slaves.

The architecture and painting of Munich 
may be compared with a conservatory of trop- 
ical plants in a northern climate, very intercsing 
but very stifling; and we are glad to get from it 
into the more familiar world which lives and 
breathes under the common conditions of our 
ordinary life. Munich é: an extraordinary 
place; one must marvel at what has been ac- 
complished fn it by the love of art; it has ac- 
tually been tmnsformed from a little old 
German city to a spacious and superb

beautiful speci- 
mens of architecture which have been 
erected init. Nodescription could give you 
a just idea of ita great architectural features; 
it must be sufficient tolet you know that, like 
the townsof Southern Europe, many of the 
houses are {reacoed and gilded on the outside, 
and as you pess along the sireet you have a 
kind of dut-door picture gallery; and instead 
of looking at plain, bare walls, you can .see 
the whole Pagan and Christian mythology 
represented with edmirable art, often, indeed, 
the figure of goddess or of saint, of cupid or 
of cherub, and they are very beautiful. This 
custom of exterior deeoration comes directly 
from Italy, and the oldest ¢cxamples of it in

Imagine a busy American, who, on his way 
down town, insicad of looking straight ahead 
and thinking of yesterday’s sales and of to- 
day's expeciations, is lured to look up at the 
house fronts and sees ® procession of chubby 
rose-cupids, a bacchanalian group with runuing 
nymphs, light of foot, and blear-eycd satyrs 
With lascivious gestures grasping coy maid- 
ens; or fancy the chaste loveliness of virgins 
and the rapt and grave expression of saints, 
to be seen between the windows or on the 
space between the first and second stories. 
You would say the Americans carried a love 
of art into evesy-day life, and were compan- 
ioned with pictures. This is not what we do, 
put it is what is done by the people of Mu- 
nich, of Stuttgart, of Auesburg, and of most 
of the cities and towns of Southern Europe. 
But it stnkes one as more remarkable in a 
modern city like Munich, and more remarka- 
ble as a’contemporary fact, than it docs in 
the older towns of Southern Europe, which 
show us what was done, and which are now 
mere ghosts of themselves, and live 
chiefly upon the glory of a _ past 
life. There is probably no doubt 
that this same loye of picture and statue will 
ultimately display itselfin ail the Southera 
and Middle States of the new world; no doubt 
that Louisville, with much fhe same climate 
and soil as Munich, for example, will, in half 
a century, adopt the style of exterior decora- 
tion and adorn iteclf with sculptured figures 
and pictorial colored designs, and on the 
shores of the swift Ohio lift the splendor of 
walls covered with gilt dnd the glory of col- 
or, and appear fittingly adorned as one of the 
queen cities of the United States. We can 
not admit that life is deaiined to pale its fires 
in the New World; that it is to move forward 
under the lead of science in a less magnificent 
theater than ithas had in this Old Wérid. 
Civilization is the evolution of all the facul- 
ties and tastes, and the development of all 
capacities and appetites lodged in our hu-

The galleries of 
painting of Munich, called the old and the new 
Pinakothek, the halle of sculpture, the Na- 
tional Museum, the Basilica, and the Library, 
are built on a scale worthy of the richest and 
largest city of the world; the strects are 
broad and beautiful, and the principal ones 
lead through great arches built in the Greek 
or Roman style, past palaces and museum; 
and galleries, built inthe Florentiuc, or Ve 
netian, or Roman style; upon the interior 
walls of the beautiful saloons of the Glypto- 
thek, or halls of scnipture, in the festive halls 
of the palace of the king, .and in the recep- 
tion rooms, the ‘mythologies of Germany and 
of Greece are illustrated by the first artists of 
Munich—by Cornelius, by Kaulbach, by 
Swauthaler, by Hess and by Hiltensperger~ 
and whoever passes through this beautiful se- 
rics of halls,which cover about as much space 
as an ordinary block of houses in Louisville, 
must see the tragic or joyous poetry of the 
origin of two great anddistinct forms of civ- 
ilization. No resident of a city like Munich 
can possibly be ignorant of the heroic, the 
poetic, the fictitious, the imaginative part of 
the history of his race—it is on the very walls 
in groupe of figures which are’ larger than 
life, and which tell the story of the Nebelungen 
with admirable art, which depict the deeds of 
Charlemagne, of Barbarossa, of Hapsburg, 
and fill the German heart with pride of the 
sturdy masters of his race.

Since the early days, when In- 
dian butohertes marked the progress of the set- 
tlement of Clark county, and reddened the his- 
tory of the eounty with the gore of her pioneers, 
there has been nothing in the shape of crime to 
equal the bloody barbarity of this fearful mur- 
der. it is more than a murder—it is a mas- 
sacre—a masracre of a whole family in the 


reporter left for the scene of the disaster 
vin the J., M. and I. railroad, on the 8:90 train,

ON THE ROAD TO THE SCENE. . 
Procuring e conveyance at Henryville, we soon 
started on a dirt road towards the ill-fated 
neighborhood. The morning was raw, a slight 
drizzling rain was falling, and the thick clouds 
shut out the sun. It was a miserable and gloomy 
morning, and seemed well-fitted to be the suc- 
cessor of a day casting such afoul and bloody 
blot upon humanity. The country is rolling and 
billy back of Henryville towards Lebanon 
Church, and as we passed house after house the 
inmates looked forth half affrighted and inquired 
in bated breath and with looks of awe and fear 
after the latest ee, snatching with eager 
avidity at every little circumstance valcalated 
to throw the slightest glimmer of light upon the 
true facta of the case. Numerous vebicles were 
met on their return from the Park house, end 
others were passed on our way. wuile still others 
followed hastily after us. 

MT. LEBANON CHURCH. 

After traveling two miles and a half upon the 
Chariestown and Brownstown State road, Mt. 
Lebanon Church was reached. It is ahaudsome 
frame structure, one-story in hight and about 
twenty-five by fifty feet in length and breadth. 
It is painted white, with green shutters, and 
presents the appearance of a comfortable and 

creditable house of worship. This 
ebureh stands on a hill a few feet from the road, 
which approaches it by an easy grade. Just be- 
fore the traveler reaches the church he will see a

of the country, and the sombre clouds that cast 
their shadow over the spot, as the awful deed 
had cast a shadow upon the bearts and faces of 
the crowd, rendered the approach to the desolat- 
ed bouge a solemn and impressive scene. It was 
one that wrought up the feelings of the be 
holders, and stirred in him mingled emotions of 
pity and horror and indignation. In many faces 
we could read an eager expression which we 
translated to mean woe to the perpetrator of 
the crime if he were caught, and In many eyes 
we saw the keen, sharp, bungry gleam of the 
orbs of the sleuth-hound on the scent of prey. 
Sympathy was universal, and that morbid desire 
to kok on horrible sights which deads crowds to 
gather at the foot of the gallows on the day of 
an e#ecution had assembled many timid and 
nervous peop e, who looked and sbuddere i and 
looked again, loathing the sight yat unable to 
leave the spot, but lingering around it under the 
iméiuence of a strange and awful fascination. 
All this, and the awfulness of the deed, the ut 
ter desolation that had suddenly and without 
warning fallen upon an innocent family, were in- 
expressibly sad and solemn. 
THE ILL-FATED HOUSE. 

The house in which the murder was committed 
is a small frame dwelling, thirty feet front, con- 
taining only two rooms, each about fifteen feet 
square. There isa small bed-room in the rear 
of the north end, and a small kitchen attached 
to the rear of the opposite end, while a porch 
extends from one tothe other. The house has 
two front doors, one ieading into each of the 
rooms; the room in the north end of the house 
has an exfion the porch, and is also connected 
with the south room by sa door in the 
partition. It was in the south or left-hand room 
that the father and mother lay on that fearful 
Seturday nicht. A key was found onthe outside 
of tt front door of the south room, but whether 
it was left there by Mr. Park on Saturday night 
or was brought there and used by the murderers, 
is not known; but it would seem that the latter 
is the. most plausible theory, for Mr. Park would 
not bave been likely to leave it on the outside. 
Had he left it in the door at ali, he would have 
left ft on the inside.” It was at this door the 
murderers entered to do their bloody work.

During the day 
she was era led to converse with and recognize 
some of her friends, notwithstanding the fact 
that membranes of the brain are broken, and 
fragments of herskuli are lodged in its sub- 
stance. She was enabled to state that 
SHE SAW TWO MEN; 

that she saw a light, and then the blow canie, 
and after thet all was dark and utter oblivion. 
‘Lhis is all that can be got from her, only three 
small circumstances—two men, a light, a blow. 
The physicians say that Helen can not possibly 
recover, and her death may be looked for at any 
moment. It is but a question of time, and a 
very short time. 

EVALINE, THE ELDEST, 
lay on another lounge in an oblique. direction 
from Helen. She will probably survive tem to 
twenty days. She had no fever up to this 
writing, and could conyerse occasionally, but in 
a very low and feeble voice, and evidently with 
great mental effort. Her recollection seems to 
lease her at times, for ahe has several times 
stated that she saw aman in the room witha 
light; but last evening she contradicted 
this statement, and said she saw sothing; al! 
she knew wasthat she was struck. The intro- 
duction to yesterday's report stated that the 
youngest daughter was sitting in the door. This 
was a mistake; it was Evaline who waa standing 
in the door, and it is stated that she was found 
inthe act of attempting to wash herself in an 
empty wesh-basin. A fire was burning in 
the house, but that was kindled by Evaline. 
Elizabeth Ann Prall was among the first who 
conversed with Evalive on Sunday morning. To 
her Misa Prall said: 

“Eva, Co you know me!" 

Evaline replied: “Yes, I ¢o; will you wash my 
face?’ 

Afterward she asked after her brother Marion, 
remarking that he had gone tu Scott county 
with his machines. 

Misa Prall then asked her if she saw any per- 
som im the house on Saturday night. She said 
she had seen “some one” (that was her expres 
sion] in the room witha light, and received a 
blow and knew nothing more. She gave no ex’ 
planation of what woke her, but said ‘‘We all 
got a lick last night." 

After this both Helen and Evaline gave sizns 
of fainting, and Helen did faint. They were isid 
upon beds on the floor, when Miss Prall renewed 
her conversation with Evaline by asking her if 
she knew whet! er or not her brotherj{Marion was 
married. She said she did not know. 

DID ANY BODY STAY THERE ’ 

Grave suspic ons are aroused that parties may 
have sec reted themselves in the little back bed- 
room, for when Miss Prall went to get the 
bedding she found it in a condition which indi- 
cated that two persons had been sleeping in the 
bed. Miss Prall asked Evealine if anybody be- 
side the family had been to the house on Satur- 
day night. Evaline replied that she did not 
know. 


This little room was Johnnie's usual sieep- 
ing place, and his not being there made the im- 
pression that some one had been occupying the 
bed that night. The fact that it was in a disor- 
derly condition is stated as another thing in fa- 
vor of the theory, forthe family were noted for 
their neat and orderly habits, and would not 
have allowed it to remain a whole day without 
making it up. 

Merion Park is known to have left for Scott 
county on Thursday last, and could not have 
occupied the bed im the little room since 
Wednestay night, and most lik@fy not then. He 
was married on Tuesday last, and it is not prob- 
able he slept inthe room since last night one 
week ago, because he has not been home since 
| bis warriage. 

Evidently the bed had been occupied by some 
one on Friday or Saturday night, andit may 
bave been that the room, being in an out-of-the- 
way place, was neglected on Saturday. But, it 
is asked, what made Johnnie leave hjs accus- 
tomed bed place on Saturday night’ Was it be 
cause his elder brother was away, or because 
some one occupied the room on that fatal and 
awful night? 

Evaline seemed to be better able to converse 
than her sister. On Sunday morning she cor 
tinued her conversation with Miss Prall. She 
apologized for the disorderly condition of the 
room where her parents were murdered, saying 
she could not ‘ right{up this room,"’ because *'l 
was very sick over night."’ She asked for a clean 
dress, and before the doctor came remarxed 
that her head was hurt. 

MARION PARK, 

Marion Park, the eldeet son mentioned in yes- 
terday s report, was mucb better and quite ra 
tional yesterday morning. He wasat the hous- 
of William Prenty, some two mules from the 
scene of the murder. He talked freely yester- 
day, and bopea he would recover from the ef- 
fects of the shoek. He wanted to live and in 
vestigate the awful crime which deprived him 
at once of father, mother, brotherand sisters, 
and believes he can solve the apparentiy inex- 
plicable mystery whieh now @nyolves the whole 


matter. 
WAS IT FOR ROBBERY? 


All efforts to discover the motive of thia whole- 
sale butchery seem to be utterly vain. Despite 
the skillful and untiring labors of detectives J. 
M. Booker and J. 8. Gallagher, who were upon 
the grounds as early as Sunday evening; des- 


| pite the fact that the officials of Clark county, 


aided by a large number of citizens, have been 
on the elert, pouncing upon evefy mite of in- 
formation cbtainable, up to late la:t evening the 
affair continued shrouded in as deep mystery as 
when the tragedy was first discovered. 

WAS IT FOR MONEY ? 

There were about $190 in the house at the 
time of the murder. The most generally ac- 
cepted theory seems to be one of two things, 
viz : If it was done by white men it @rasa mat- 
ter of revenge, if by negroes, it was for the sake 
of the money which they obtained, and for much 
more which they hoped to get, and may have be- 
lieved to be in the house at thetime. Marion Park 
had $80 hid in the house in one place. and 
ten dollarsin another. Mrs. Park had fifty dol 
lars in an old-fashioned English pocket-book, of 
a very peculiar make, shaped something like a 
portfolio. It was a famijy relic, and can not 
fail to be recognized if ever found again. The 
money she had received from her mother asa 
legacy. It was very old; indeed the bills 
were’ almost decaying. Mr. Park had forty 
dollars belonging to the church fund, making in 
all $180 known to have been in the house on Sat- 
urcay night. Allthis is gone. Money was ta- 
kefi, robbery was committed, and not only rob- 
bery of money, but, strange to say, of clothing 
also. This leads to the impression now gener 
ally prevailing in the vicinity of Lebanon church 
and Henryville that

to the wall, the boy in the center, the mother on 
the outside. It was a pitiful and fearful sight, « 
sight that would have moved a heart of stone. 
Men, seldom given to emotion, shed tears at the 
frightful spectacle that presented itself in the 
ghastly and mangied corpses of father, mother 
and son, Little Johnnie, above all, excited the 
most general comment. This innocent boy of 
but twelve years -of age, a promising and 
loveable lad, the pride of hie 
familly, the pet of his play- 
mates. and admired of all his Sabbath-school 
classmates, thus to be the victim of a demon 
was considered the most horrible of all the hor- 
rible features of this the bloodiest of Indiana 
tragedies. This sceme continued at intervals 
during the day, and when the relatives of Capt. 
, Park arrived to look upon the faces of their 
‘ mangied and murdered kin, the grief. of friends 
flowed afresh. 
ABOUT THREATS AGAINST PARK. 

Reports were afioat on Snnday night, stating 
thatsome difficulty had occurred between Mr. 
Park and the contractors on the Lebanon church, 
and it was surmised that they might have taken 
this mode of revenging themselves. An inveati- 
gation of this matter, however, satisfies us that 
there is no grourds fcr any suspicion either 
acainet tle plasterer or carjenter. Thos. Prall 
and Oapiain John M. Kirk had been entris ed 
with the duty of passing and receiving the 
work. Prall had nearly all of this to 
do, and carried on all the conversation with 
the carpenter,a man named Strauss. No bad 
feelings were engendered between Prall and 
Strauss. Their slight difference was amicably 
settied and had nothing whatever to do with the 


matter. 
ANOTHER THRMAT. 


There was an ok) threat mengioned as having 
been made against Captain Cyrus M. Park and 
Captain John M. Kirk. This was mentioned be- 
fore the investigation by the Coroner's jury, but 
no attention seems to be paid to it, ea the party 
was at large last evening, and there seemed to 
be no disposition on the part of the officers to 
make an arrest. 

THE FUNBRAL TO-DAY. 

The hour of the tr.ple funeral is set for ten 
o'clock thig. morning, when the Sabbath-school 
will gather to take a last look at the face of their 
murdered superinate: d mt and his wife and their 
affectionate schoo!-mate. It will, doubtiess, be a 
scene of unusual pathos and of the deepest 
interest, one which will sever be forgotten. 

THE GRAND JURY 
were in session yesterday, and a larga number 
of witnesses were subpensed to attend at 
Charlestown and give testimony in the case. 
They will probably eontinue their scene 
for several days. 
THE CORONER 8 JURY, 
which wag empaneled on Sunday aight by Squire 
Guernsey, completed their labors at a late hour 
on Sunday. night, but could come to no other 
cenclusion fhan that the family was murdered 
by some unknown persons. 
A REWARD. 

The County Commissioners of Clark county 
will meet to-day end offer a reward of $1,000 for 
the apprebension of the murderers. 

NO RAPE ATTEMPTED. 
While the Coroner's jury was in seesion it was 


hinted that possibly there might have been an | 


attempt to commit outrage upon the young la- 
dies, which would at once supply a motive for 
the murder, but it was ascertained that no such 
attempt had been made. 
THE FIRING ON SUNDAY, 

which was heard so distinctly in the neighbor- 
hood of the Park residence, had no connection 
with the tragedy. lt was done by a lot of young 
men who were out coon hunting. 

Another incident that attracted some atten- 
tion on Sunday night was the fact of the blowing 
of some horns, which were heard by an old gen- 
tleman named Houser. 

AN ATTEMPT TO DUILICATE THE TRAGEDY. 

About half past eight o'clock on Sunday Capt. 
John M. Kirk, who hves about two miles from 
the Park place, was disturbed by the barking of 
his dogs, and having been engaged all day in at- 
tendiug at the place of the tragedy he naturally 
supposed he had been sent for, and 
advanced out in the yard to meet the 
coming person; but they retreated a short dis- 
tance, and tried todrive away the dogs. Capt. 
Kirk then stopped and waited until the two 
men came within a very short distance of him, 
when he retreated to the house. It happened 
that Mr. George Lewellyn was present, or there 
would probabty have been another murder. 
They had a revolver, well loaded, and a shovel 
as their weapons of defense. Kirk, in a loud 
voice, ordered his family into one room and 
said he was now prepared to receive the vil. 
lains. and that one at least of them would be 
killed if he attempted toenter. At this the men 
retreated. Of course Capt. Kirk and Mr, Liew, 
aliyn could not think of going to bed. but sat 
up awaiting a furtl er demonstration. At about 
ll o'clock the men returned, and were not 
heard until they reached the porch: but 
finding the people of the house on the alert, 
they again retreated. At about fifteen minutes 
to 2 o'clock in the morning they returned for the 
third time, in a more bold manner, but finding 
Capt. Kirk and Lewellyn still on the watch, they 
left, and returned no more. 

Capt. Kirk states that he distinctly saw two 
men, one a tall man, with long arms, closely 
clad, and apparently wearing a roundabout. 
His companion was a small, wiry man, of sien 
der build, and both were white men. 


THE STATUTES. 


Their Revision ania —Meeting of 
the Louisville Bar—Convention to be 
Held in this City. 


A meeting of the city bar was held in the court 
of common pleas room, at 3 o'clock, yesterday 
afternoon, to take steps toward making prepara- 
tions for the convention of lawyers throughout 
the State, to be held in Louisville on the 15th of 
December, for the purpose of revising the stat- 
utes, and §o hayé a consultatiog in regard to the 
modification of the laws of practice and evidence. 

Tpon the suggestion of Mr. James Harlan, 
Judge Stites was appointed chairman, and P. F. 
Green, Esq., was made secretary 

Judge Stites, on taking the chair, announced 
that the ebject of the meeting was to take -such 
ateps in regard to a convention of the lawyers of 
Kentucky in this city, called by primary meet- 
ings of the bar. heretofore held ia different 
sections of the State, as would assure our pro- 
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authority could get him back to his original 


home. 
The father and mother immediately applied to

The joy ofthe mother was now turned to grief, 
but the judge comforted her by telling her to go 
and take the child wherever it could be found, 
and ebe proceeded at unce to obey the command. 
She ran swiftly down the street, and the ficeing 
parties were overtaken at the corner of Eighth 
and Grayson, where the struggle forthe boy 
commenced in earnest. The two ladies seized 
him, one taking hold of the head and the other 
the heels. The pulling that took place was very 
uncomfortable to the victim, who squalied loud 
enough to be heard several squares. The truth 
ia, he was pretty badly used up, and some say 
that his neck was elmost disjointed. Mrs. 
Lynch came out first-best, and retained posses- 
sion of the youngster. 

Both parties then sued out @ peace-warrant 
before the City Court. The one against Mr 
Lynch and wife: was dismissed, and the ether 
was also dismissed with costs. 

Thedecision of the court had aiready been 
given in favor of the natural parents. Yet, the 
possession of the boy had not been given up. 
Mr. and Mra, Lynch, a few days ago, took out 
another rule against the Shippingport family, 
which rule required the latter to show cause 
why the article of indenture should be broken 
or rescinded. The trial came off yesterday 
before Judge Hoke. John Williams, Esq., from 
whom we learn the details of the story, argued 
the case for Smith, and Col. Read fer Lynch. 
Considerable interest waa manifested in the 

proceedings, and the decision was agaim given 
for the natural parents. 

The scene, hewever, did not close here. Mrs. 
Lyagch still refused to deliver up the nig gh She 
claeped it in her arms in the presence the 
court, and declared that no ore should na it. 
The sheriff was ordered to execute the decision 
ofthe court, He went to Mra. L. and demanded 
the child, but he, too, was determinedly refused. 
Willie, not understanding the proceedings, com- 
menced crying at the top of his voice, and the 
whole court was thrown into commotion. Judge 
Hoke then spoke and stilled the troubled waters. 

*‘Madem,”’ said he, ‘‘you must sarrender that 
child. The commands of the court are impera- 
tive.” , 

Mre. Lynch saw there was no help for it, and 
reluctantly unclasping ber arms from around 
the boy, be ran across to his mother, who ca- 
ressed bim with kisses end ‘caresses. He was 
not, however,very eas‘!y comforted, as he feared 
that the pulling scrape would be repeated on 

Mrs. Lynch now realized for the firat tige that 
Willie could no longer be with her. She went to 
the little fellow, and, with the mother’s consent, 
“kissed him good bye,”* and thus closed the law- 
suit over the child. William Walter Smith, loved 
as he is by both parents, ought to be a happy 
child and grow up toa useful manhood.
